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GONDITIONS OF SALE 


The property listed in this catalogue will be offered and sold subject to the following terms 
and conditions: 


1. The word ‘Galleries’, wherever used in these Conditions of Sale, means the Parke- 
Bernet Galleries, Inc. 


2. The Galleries has exercised reasonable care to catalogue and describe correctly the 
property to be sold, but it does not warrant the correctness of description, genuineness, 
authenticity or condition of said property. 


3. Unless otherwise announced by the auctioneer at the time of sale, all bids are to be 
for a single article even though more than one article is included under a numbered item 
in the catalogue. If, however, the articles under any one numbered item are designated 
as a “Lot” then bids are to be for the lot irrespective of the number of articles described 
in such item. 


4. The highest bidder accepted by the auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event of any 
dispute between bidders, the auctioneer may, in his discretion, determine who is the suc- 
cessful bidder, and his decision shall be final; or the auctioneer may reoffer and resell the 
article in dispute. 


5. Any bid which is not commensurate with the value of the article offered, or which is 
merely a nominal or fractional advance over the previous bid, may be rejected by the 
auctioneer, in his discretion, if in his judgment such bid would be likely to affect the sale 
injuriously, 


6. The name and address of the buyer of each article, or lot, shall be given to the Galleries 
immediately following the sale thereof, and payment of the whole purchase price, or such 
part thereof as the Galleries may require, shall be immediately made by the purchaser 
thereof. If the foregoing condition, or any other applicable condition herein, is not com- 
plied with, the sale may, at the option of the Galleries, be canceled, and the article, or lot, 
reoffered for sale. 


7. Unless the sale is advertised and announced as an unrestricted sale, or a sale without 
reserve, consignors reserve the right to bid. 


8. Except as herein otherwise provided, title will pass to the highest bidder upon the fall 
of the auctioneer’s hammer, and thereafter the property is at the purchaser’s sole risk and 
responsibility. 


g. Articles sold and not paid for in full and not taken by noon of the day following the 
sale may be turned over by the Galleries to a carrier to be delivered to a storehouse for the 
account and risk of the purchaser, and at his cost. If the purchase price has not been so 
paid in full, the Galleries may either cancel the sale, and any partial payment already 
made shall thereupon be forfeited as liquidated damages, or it may resell the same, without 
notice to the buyer and for his account and risk, and hold him responsible for any deficiency. 


CONDITIONS OF SALE—concluded 


10. If for any cause whatsoever any article sold cannot be delivered, or cannot be delivered 
in as good condition as the same may have been at the time of sale, the sale will be cancelled, 
and any amount that may have been paid on account of the sale will be returned to the 
purchaser. 


11. Unless exempt from the payment thereof, the buyer will be required to pay the Federal 
Excise Tax, effective October 1, 1941, equivalent to 10 per centum of the price for which 
so sold on “‘all articles commonly or commercially known as jewelry, whether real or 
imitation ; pearls, precious or semi-precious stones and imitations thereof ; articles made of, 
or ornamented, mounted or fitted with precious metals or imitations thereof ; watches and 
clocks and cases and movements therefor ; gold, gold-plated, silver, silver-plated or sterling 
flatware or hollow ware, etc.”” Also on “‘articles made of fur on the hide or pelt, and 
articles of which such fur is the component material of chief value.” 


12. Unless exempt from the payment thereof, the buyer will also be required to pay the 
New York City sales tax of 1 per centum of the price for which all articles are sold.

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EL OERSEaW OURS 


HE extraordinarily high quality of the collection of American glass 

formed by William W. Wood, 3rd, of Piqua, Ohio, is known to 

advanced collectors and students throughout the country and is 
due, in part at least, to the happy circumstance of location. Living as he did, 
part of the year in Kittery Point, Maine, and the remainder in Ohio, the 
very centre and hot-bed of glass collecting, it was but natural that Mr Wood 
should have had opportunities denied other collectors. 

Long a collector of fine American furniture, paintings, silver, and the 
appurtenances of American life of the eighteenth century, it was inevitable 
that the attention of Mr Wood became focused some twenty years ago upon 
American glass. With impeccable taste and an unusual feeling for quality, 
he brought together a group of exceptionally rare, and, in some cases, unique 
pieces, ranking with the Maclay, Gaston, Van Winkle, Fish, and Howe 
collections. 

In the Stiegel-type group we find eight handsome specimens of the ultra- 
desirable perfume flasks. Outstanding among these is catalogue number 289, 
that exceedingly rare variant of the Diamond Daisy of which but four or 
five examples at most are known and of which this is unquestionably the 
finest (see page 435 and plate 231 in the McKearins’ 4merican Glass). 
Number 311, too, is very rare, and in this size and quality, perhaps unique. 
In number 95 we find still another flask unusual in size, acquired by Mr 
Wood from the Van Winkle collection. Leaving the perfume flasks, we 
come to number 292, a superb baptismal bowl in deep amethyst with a white 
applied rim. This is, we believe, unique. While number 297 has a firing 
crack at the base of the handle, any Stiegel-type emerald green creamer is of 
superlative importance. 


THREE-SECTION MOLD 


Mr Wood’s collection is exceptionally rich in colored three-mold. In number 
253 we find the greatest rarity in this type of glass, a light blue chestnut 
flask streaked with deeper color. The two salts [number 251] in a very 
rare shade of light blue and in a rare pattern, as well as number 250, the 
deep purplish amethyst sunburst type, are outstanding. Number 233 1s a 
magnificent bowl in a very rare shade of yellowish green and is attributed 
to Kent, Ohio. These Mid-Western three-mold pieces are extremely rare. 
The Kent decanter [number 343] in translucent jade color is probably 
unique. 


In clear three-mold the large bowl [number 350] from the Van Winkle 
collection is of paramount importance. Number 257, also from the Van 
Winkle collection, is a rare specimen on a blown foot. The large celery vase 
[number 258] with the extremely rare patterned foot was found many 
years ago filled with, of all things, blackberry jam! Number 158 is an 
especially attractive and desirable piece, rare both in pattern and form. All 
three-mold chestnut flasks are extremely rare. We can recall no collection 
sold in these Galleries containing more than one example of them. It is in the 
nature of a major miracle that Mr Wood was able to acquire three. We 
have already mentioned the superlative light blue specimen [number 253]. 
Now we come to two in clear glass, of which the smaller [number 144] is 
one of two known specimens, while the other [number 145 ], from the Gaston 
collection, would rank first in most collections, but it is overshadowed here. 
Among the many fine tumblers, the pair which is number 153 is perhaps the 
most important. Number 30, a creamer with an applied rim of cobalt blue, 
is a type rarely encountered. 


HISTORICAL FLASKS 


Included in the group of some fifty historical flasks are many in exceptionally 
rare colors; half-pints in puce, amethyst, and yellow-green are notable, as is 
number 219, a large pint sunburst in puce. The locomotive flask [number 
211] is in a peculiarly lovely shade of cornflower blue. An unusually fine 
specimen of the much sought for concentric eagle type [number 218] is 
worthy of special mention. 


OHIO GLASS 


Here we encounter the full flowering of American glass manufacturing. 
While Stiegel and Amelung were largely concerned with reproducing English 
and Continental types, the Mid-Western glass houses developed types and 
techniques purely indigenous to this country. Moreover, the quality of this 
glass is remarkable and is fully the equal of anything produced anywhere. 
In recent years, our leading museums have recognized the importance of 
this Mid-Western glass and have purchased most of the important examples 
of it that have been offered at auction. 

In this category, Mr Wood’s collection is particularly rich. Mantua 
(Ohio) is represented by a round bottle [number 174] patterned in a six- 
teen-rib mold in the characteristic shade of olive yellow. This bottle is, so 
far as we know, unique. The small green diamond-pattern bowls [numbers 
265 and 263] are exceptionally rare with but five or six examples known to 
collectors. The large chestnut flasks in the Mantua patterns [numbers 370, 
371, and 372] are virtually unknown to Eastern collectors and, for that mat- 
ter, known to but a handful of Mid-Western collectors. Number 264, a light 


green sugar bowl and cover with both bowl and cover blown in a sixteen-rib 
mold, is unique and is beyond any doubt one of the most important sugar 
bowls in existence. Number 184 is especially noteworthy. When first dis- 
covered in Canton, Ohio, about fifteen years ago, it was challenged on the 
ground that its patterned cover had possibly not been made to accompany its 
plain bowl. Its history has been carefully checked by unbiased critics, and 
there is absolutely no doubt but that this unusual combination was the whim 
of its original maker. It is accompanied by an afhdavit. The large mortar- 
shaped bowl [number 172] in a typical herringbone pattern is likewise 
probably unique. It came from the Maclay collection sold in these Galleries 
In 1935. 

Number 379 is worthy of special mention in the group of beautiful Zanes- 
ville chestnut flasks. Larger than a pint, it is one of perhaps three or four 
known specimens. The plain green bowl [number 67] mounted on a scalloped 
foot is very unusual, while number 271, a large yellow-amber cream jug, is 
one of the finest Zanesville pieces known. The large deep amber sugar bowl 
and its matching creamer [numbers 374 and 375] are great rarities in 
Zanesville’s output, much rarer, in fact, than the ribbed and patterned pieces. 

The three exceptionally fine amethyst pieces from western Pennsylvania 
[numbers 367, 368, and 369] are of great importance, as are the four large 
pieces of New York State origin [numbers 134, 135, 137, and 331]. The 
compote and pitcher in the so-called lily-pad technique are magnificient 
specimens of their kind. The huge lily-pad bowl is discussed on page 174 
and shown on plate 63 in the McKearins’ American Glass. A number of 
pieces of South Jersey glass are included; among them a unique mug 
[number 318] with threaded neck, swagged body, and scalloped base. Two 
fine pieces in amber [numbers 128 and 129] are noteworthy, as is the fine 
pair of vases [numbers 316 and 317] with lily-pad decoration. Large bowls 
like number 179 are very rare. 


This is the first and possibly the only important sale of glass of the 1941- 
1942 season. Collectors will find it an unparalleled opportunity to acquire 
not only great rarities but to fill in any gaps with fine examples of standard 


types.
